DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-50; 54-69 are allowed. 

Re claim 1 , none of the prior art of record disclose of the specific wherein having an 
audio system comprising a number of speakers, the number of speakers selected 
based on a method comprising: determining at least one potential number of speakers; 
modifying the transfer functions based on the potential number of speakers in order to 
generate predicted transfer functions; statistically analyzing across at least one 
frequency of the predicted transfer functions for the plurality of listening positions; and 
selecting the number of speakers based on the statistical analysis. 

Similarly, the independent claims 16, 48, 54, 66 have been analyzed and reject for 
same reason as in claim 1.
